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OST of the world’s great writers 
M achieved fame because they wrote 

books which set new patterns. 
They hold their position in the literary 
field just so long as these unique patterns 
are unsurpassed. In ‘‘Les Miserables,”’ Vic- 
tor Hugo gave the world the greatest hu- 
manitarian novel of all times—Romaine 
Rolland’s “Jean Christophe” ranks as the 
most nearly perfect biographical novel— 
Charles Dickens has never been equalled 
as a novelist of propaganda. Coming down 
to more modern times we find Galswor- 
thy’s ‘Forsyte Saga” setting a pattern for a 
story of family life—Frank Swinnerton car- 
rying out a new idea in “Nocturne” by 
building a full-length novel around the 
happenings of a single night—Dos Passos 
in “Three Soldiers” daring to reveal in a 
novel the complete sordidness of soldier 
life. 

Nothing in the study of literature is so 
interesting as the discovery of these pat- 
terns-—the tracing of their influence upon 
the work of new writers. 

Encyclopedias also have their 
patterns and it is fascinating to fol- 
low the developments of those pat- 
terns from the work of Aristotle, 
the ‘Father of Encyclopedias,” 
down to Compton’s, the most mod- 
ern of encyclopedias. 

Compton's set a new pattern. It 
was built upon the theory that clear and 
interesting writing was as important as 
comprehensiveness and accuracy of infor- 
mation. In outlining their requirements, 
Compton editors did not encourage beau- 
tiful metaphor and flowery rhetoric. On 
the contrary, they emphasized conciseness 

-proper placing of emphasis to make each 
fact stand out in its proper relationship to 


omment 


other facts—insisted that it was more im- 
portant to show why a fact was important 
than to state that the fact was important. 
It was not always easy to find writers for 
this new encyclopedic pattern. The pattern 
itself had to be modified from time to time 
to keep pace with broadening social inter- 
ests. But the original conception has al- 
ways been the goal of Compton editors: 


BUILD AN ACCURATE, COMPRE- 
HENSIVE ENCYCLOPEDIA WHICH 
PEOPLE WILL WANT TO READ 


The interesting thing about working 
towards an ideal is that the goal constantly 
moves ahead of any possible point of com- 
plete achievement. In building Compton's 
Pictured Encyclopedia, the standard is 
continually raised by some new article 
which surpasses anything in its field. 
Other articles seem inadequate by compari- 
son and in turn have to be replaced. 

Running through the new edition of 
Compton's recently, our Managing Editor, 
Athol E. Rollins, pointed out certain arti- 

cles, some old, some new, which 
stand out as stepping stones in this 
continuous process of building. . . 
American Colonies—Architecture 
—Books and Book Making—De- 
mocracy— Indians— Pottery — Po- 
etry—Story Telling. . . . These are 
only a few of the many articles 
which closely approximate the Compton 
ideal—which have served to enrich the 
Compton pattern. 

Incidentally, encyclopedia editors are 
somewhat envious of novelists. A novel, 
once written, stands or falls by the test of 
time. An encyclopedia, like the Red 
Queen in “Alice in Wonderland,” must 
run very fast to stay in the same place.

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Nature and Science Books for Children 


By BErTHA STEVENS, Avery Coonley School, Downers Grove, Illinois 
Author of Child and Universe 


CHILD'S ability to understand nature information is normally far beyond 
his reading ability. To “talk down” to the level of beginning-reading 
technique, as the authors of some science readers do, is likely to make so 
much concession to the reading novice that the young naturalist is served with 
material too thin and disconnected to start and hold his real thinking. Nature and 
science books intended for children to read themselves should be based, I believe, 
on the reading ability of the ages above nine. Below that age, nature information, 
to the extent that it comes to the children from books, can be read to them. 

We are steadily gaining better concepts of nature books for children. More 
books than formerly are being prepared by authorities. Moreover, such writers 
know that natural knowledge needs no embellishment. They know that the facts 
of nature are more wonderful and more likely to grip the imagination of a child 
than any device they might invent for arousing and holding attention. We are 
getting away from the idea that information in the science field must be carried 
on a thread of more or less irrelevant story, that an Uncle Will is needed to build 
up children’s interest, that animals, flowers, and even inanimate objects must be 
made to talk and to react as if they were human beings. We are now trusting 
nature and trusting children more than we used to do. Books are being written 
in a straightforward informative way, with the confident expectation that children 
can grasp ideas along with the facts; and the writers are not disappointed. 

Sir James Jeans says in The New Background of Science (Macmillan, 1934. 
$2.50) that science is only just entering upon its latest and most comprehensive 
problem—the study of the universe as a single entity. He points out that the dif- 
ferent sciences have each drawn their own pictures of small fragments of nature 
which form the special objects of study; and that the discovery is now being 
made that these fragmentary pictures piece together to form one consistent whole. 
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We need now to have an authoritative book written for adult laymen—the libra 
rians, teachers, parents, and others who guide the reading of children—enlarging 
upon and illustrating the statement made by Jeans. Such a book would serve as 
the background or framework into which could be fitted all the books on special 
subjects. 


As might be expected, there is already a clear tendency toward recognition of 
the wholeness and oneness of creation in the books being written for children. 
Fortunately this tendency is not expressed in attempts to demonstrate wholeness 
by including information from all departments of scientific knowledge within a 
single volume. There is, rather, a definite trend toward organization of the field, 
and scientific division of labor. The Jittle book, concerned with a single subject, 
written if possible by a specialist, is nearest right for children. 


In the field of astronomy, Forest Ray Moulton’s new book, Consider the 
Heavens (Doubleday, 1935. $3.50), gives the adult lay reader a clear, simply- 
stated background of knowledge about stars and other heavenly bodies as a con- 
temporary astronomer sees them. Let’s Look at the Stars (Houghton, 1935. $2), 
by Edwin Brant Frost, formerly director of Yerkes Observatory, gives a measure 
of background information, shows the relation of our earth to other objects in 
space, and guides the reader into observation of stars for himself. This book may 
be enjoyed by anyone over twelve, and in many cases by younger readers. Kelvin 
McKready’s two books, 4 Beginner’s Star-Book and A Beginner's Guide to the 
Stars (Putman, 1929, $5; 1924, $1.25), remain standard guides to observation, 
though adapted to boys and girls in their teens and to older persons, rather than 
to children. A little book, helpfully illustrated with charts of constellations, 
Astronomy from a Dipper (Eliot C. Clarke. Houghton, 1933. $1.25), is the best 
simple star guide I have seen in book form. All Night with the Stars, a brochure 
by Louise Brown (Woman’s Press, N. Y. 60c.), is a delightful presentation for 
children of a night’s star gazing, and a way to understand the stars’ apparent 
movements. 

Down to Earth, by Croneis and Krumbein (University of Chicago Press, 1936. 
$5), a new popular geology for students and laymen, contains information that 
we need to have included in a geology-background book for boys and girls—to 
organize their thought concerning the earth’s history, the physical forces at work 
within it and upon it, the surface features including rock formations, and many 
other topics. The Earth and Its Rhythms, by Schuchert and Le Vene (Appleton, 
1927. $4), fills the need to some extent. It can be read successfully to children 
as young as eight, if suitable parts are selected, and children of twelve or older 
enjoy reading it themselves. Excellent books on rocks and minerals which can 
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be read in selected parts to young children who are interested in stones, and read 
or referred to by older children, are: The World of Fossils by Carroll Lane Fenton 
(Appleton-Century, 1933. $2), Along the Hill, a John Day book (1935. $1.25) 
by the same author, and Getting Acquainted with Minerals by George L. English 
(Ward’s Natural Science Establishment, Rochester, N. Y., 1934). 


The world of life finds an excellent background book, about animals, in Parade 
of the Animal Kingdom (Robert Hegner. Macmillan, 1935. $5). This offers to 
readers of all ages scientific organization, full descriptive information, and hun- ; 
dreds of illustrations. It shows the story of the development of animal life from 
the protozoa, the first simple forms. Reptiles are taken care of, expressly for 
children, in Animals in the Sun, a book by W. W. Robinson with an introduc- 
tion by William Beebe (Harper, 1934. $2). Wilfred Swancourt Bronson has 
contributed Water People (Wise-Parslow Co., 386 Fourth Ave., N. Y., 1935), 
a children’s book about fish, jelly-fish, sea anemones, crabs, coral polyps, and 
other creatures that live at the bottom of the sea. Mr. Bronson is an artist-author 
who has been a staff artist for four scientific marine expeditions; and we know 
by this that his books are not among those that we avoid as being strong in 
artistic quality at the expense of scientific content. Birds of America (Garden 
City Pub. Co., 1936. $3.95) is a tome for bird-lovers young or old—comprehen- 
sive, authoritative, and abundantly illustrated. The editor-in-chief is T. Gilbert 
Pearson, president of the National Association of Audubon Societies. Interesting 
general articles are found on the first pages, but the body of the book, though 
descriptive, is to be used in a reference way. As in Parade of the Animal King- 
dom the organization is scientific, and should be very helpful to those who want 
their knowledge to be properly related. For little children, and élder ones, Trav- 
eling with the Birds (M. A. Donahue & Co., 1933. $1.50), will be prized. This 
is in picture-book size with full page life-size paintings of birds in color that 
children love. The author, Rudyerd Boulton, is a member of the staff of the 
Field Museum, Chicago, in the Division of Birds. We have here an illustration 
of an author’s selection not only of a specific field, birds, but a specific topic, 
migration, within that field. 


Corresponding to Parade of the Animal Kingdom we should have, for plant 
life, a similar book whose name might be “The Garden .of the World.” This 
could tell the story of the development of plant life on this planet from its simple 
beginning, and present organized information of forms existing today. Plant 
and Animal Children, by Ellen Torelle (D. C. Heath, 1912. 96c.), has not been 
replaced so far as I know as the clearest book for little children about the develop- 
ment of plant and animal life and the relations existing between them. A new 
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book Seeds, by Vernon Quinn (Stokes, 1936. $2), has captivating fly-leaves. On 
these is presented an amazing array of the forms and designs to be found in com- 
mon seeds and seed vessels. The text is clear and interesting for children, and 
the illustrations attractive. 


There are some children’s books in sets, in the natural science field, which are 
written with wholeness of concept and with insistent recognition of fundamental 
principles of nature. Among these are The Story of the World series in nine 
small volumes (Thomas S. Rockwell Co., 1930), Pathways in Science, in six vol- 
umes, edited by Gerald Craig (Ginn & Co., 1932), the three science volumes of 
The New Wonder World set (G. L. Shuman & Co., 1932), the earth- and life- 
science articles in Britannica Junior, and Maxwell W. Reed’s The Earth-, The 
Stars-, and The Sea for Sam (Harcourt). 


A set of twenty delightful little volumes published in paper in 1930 (Oxford 
University Press) and now available in cloth at 60c. each, might be considered 
a model of form attractive to children. They are small and lightweight, printed 
in easily-read type on good paper. The illustrations are chiefly photographs; a 
few are in color. The color pages of the book entitled Moths and Butterflies are 
exquisitely beautiful. The titles of the set are grouped under four headings: 
Wonders of the Sea, Wonders of Insect Life, Wonders of Plant Life, Wonders of 
Animal Life. These little books are to some extent too English in their environ- 
ment to serve Americans adequately. We should perhaps have a set of our own, 
equally authoritative, beautiful, and clear. One little volume starts thus: “Go out, 
on a hot summer day, into a country lane where meadow-sweet, willow herb, 
and many other sweet wild flowers crowd together at the foot of tall hedgerows— 
and listen!” What child would not want to read it and do what the writer 


suggests?

In CONNECTION with the meeting of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science and Associated Societies, to be held in Atlantic City the last of 
December, a list of the 1936 books displayed in the Science Library to be exhibited 
there has been prepared.
